on April 2. The Report, recently published and presenfed about a month ago to /

the Board of Superv:sors , makés recommendations concerning broad policy and <
orgamzahonai concepts, with emphasus on the consolidation of the County Hos-

pital, Health, and Mental Hedlth Departments.

The proposed Workshop, wholeheartedly endorsed by the Advisory Health Com-
mission, was promptly scheduled for the entire day of April 25, at Stevenson
Junior High School, located at Indiana and Hubbard. Frank F. Aguilera volun~
teered the services of the RMP-ELA Sfeerlng Committee as a coordinating body

for the Workshop.

“Luis A Pingarron, stating the objections of the community, presented a resolu-

" tion that had been approved at a preliminary meeting of the community the

previous evening: "It is unfair, inconsiderate and completely out of the ques-

.tion to ask our community to react to a report that was received only a matter

of days ago, and in such a limited number of copies. ~The fact that the report
was not also printed in Spanish causes speculation as to the real knowledge that
